The Fairy School Had Hid but One Chief, the 
| Bard of Avon. | 
There one part of the ‘‘Merry Wives” 
which es; ially seems to favor the be- 
lief that the piece was originally a court 
diversion. The scene with the false 
fairies has the sportive character, and 


the |touch of ballet, which such courtly 


pastime referred, It iscurious to com- 
pare th false fairies of the ‘Merry 
Wives” with the true faries of the ‘‘Mid- 
summer- ight’s Dream,” that most fairy 
piece of writing inthe world. Probably 
the serious and goat sprites are the 
earlier. | 

The quarto of the Dream is dated 
1600, but the comedy 1s mentioned two 
years before in the Palladis Tamia 
(1598). So, to Shakespeare’s fancy, his 
Welsh fairy, and the rest of his mas-

How Bread Is Made in Different Coun- 
: tries of Asia. 


The bread of different Asiatic nations 
is worthy of mention. In China, India, 
J apan and Corea by no means all the 
| people live upon rice. In North China 
much wheat is used, and Northern India 
| is one of the best wheat-growing districts 


of the world. The Chinese boil all their 


bread instead of baking it, or if baked 
at all it is browned after boiling. In 


largely made of sorghum seed, and in 
North India and North China millet is 
largely used. Both Chinese and Japan- 
ese are fond of sweet cake, andin Japan 
one of the most popular cakes is almost 
exactly like our sponge cake. It is said 


to have been brought over from Holland 
by the Dutch Christians when they came 
to Japan centuries ago, and you willnow 
find it all over the country. The Turks 
are very fond of sweet cake, and the 
sweet-cake peddlers of Cairo and Con- 
stantinople are the noisiest of their kind. 
It is the same with candy as it is with 
cake. Some of the best candy I have 
ever eaten I bought of a pig-tailed mer 
chant in the Chinese city of Peking. He 
had nut candy of all kinds, and he told 
me he imported some of his nuts from 
Mongolia for his shop. The Smyrna fig 
paste is noted the world over, and you 
will find it in every confectioner’s store 
in the country. Turkish nugat is one of 
the favorite dainties of the harem, and 
it tastes better when you eat it fresh at 
Congtantinople than when it is six 
months old and is sold in America. Ata 
dinner which I once attended in upper 
Egypt we had a course of candy between 


| each one of the other courses, and we 


had at least ten desserts during the meal. 
The Turkish tooth is a very sweet cooth, 
and with sweetened water sherbets, 
candies and cakes he makes his thick 
blood flow slower and slower.—F. G.

Slaughtering Wild Cats —Great 
Loses of Hauge Cattle. 
Sr. Crain, Nev., Jan. 16, 1890. 

KE piror GAZETTE: The Carson Sink 
ranchers hav@lately made a raid upon 
wild cats with a success unheard of 
before. This varmint having betome 
so pientiful as to threaten their poultry 
roosts with dire destruction, the farm- 
ers resolved to attack them while their 
farm labor was temporarily delaged by 
the freeze-up. _ The chase was carried 
on mostly by a band of dogs which 
were aided in tracking the beasts by a 
slight fall of ‘‘the beautiful,’? which 
has occurded almost every night.' The 
dogs would either kill the cats in open 
combat when overtaken or else tree 
them, in which case the hunters, 
mounted and armed with shotguns, 
attracted by the yelping of the dogs, 
would come up and despatch the ani- 
mal. The ranchers have entered the 
fight with a vehemence worthy of all 
the sport and money there is in it, 
Nearly 100 cats have been scalped on 
the Carson river in this vicinity during 
the past month greater number 
than thezcasual observer might sup- 
pose was in the county. Captain Lem 
Allen and his valiant company have 
gnade 25 felines bite the dust and have 
beaten the record by capturing nine in 
a single day.

This protracted cold spell is a se- 
vere blow to the stock interests of this 
Scores of cattle die daily 
from starvation andexhaustion. Lead- 
ing stockmen estimate that there is 
already a loss of one-half the range 
cattle, and a few owners of herds en- 
deavor to console themselves with the 
belief that the remnant will be worth 
twice or treble as much another year. 
Cattle men seem to prefer allowing 
their stock to die rather than to pur- 
chase feed for them or to give them to 
other small stock owners who would 
winter them for their possession.

EARNING AN EDUCATION. 


How Impecunious Students Manage to 
Obtain a. Course. 

It is wonderful how little a college 

education may cost nowadays. Consider- 


tunities of self-help, it may truthfully | 
be said that there is no one so poor in 
money as to be debarred the privilege 
and advantage of a college course if he 
has pluck and health. 

This is especially true at Williams. 
Aman really in need of help may re- 
ceive a scholarship of $90 a year, and in 
ease of extreme need, $150. This does 
not depend upon his ability as-a student 
further than thathe must pass his ex- 
aminations. Board is furnished by the 
college at a low figure, and unfurnished 
rooms are rented as lowas $l5a year 
for each man. see § a 

Besides offering beneficiary aid, the 
college employs a number of students in 
college work. The monitors, whose 
only duty is to keep attendance reports, 
are paid $15 a year. “The care of a build- 
ing brings anywhere from $20 to $36, ac- 
cording to the amount of work required. 
Attendants in the library make from) 
$50 to $100. The man who rings the 
chapel bell gets his room and some- 
thing besides. The organist makes 
$150, and every member of the chapel 
choir $20. <--~° | 7 

A large number of students are en-. 
gaged in- work “independent of the 
college. - Those who wait on table, a 


free. At present a junior and a 
sophomore are running an eating-house 
and paying a large share of their ex- 
penses out of the proceeds. -Several 
keep stores, selling athletic goods and 
gentlemen’s furnishings, and running 
Troy laundry agencies, A student from 
Armenia deals in oriental goods. One 
enterprising man buys and _ “sells 
second-hand furniture, undoubtedly 
making a lordly profit at the hands of 
unsophisticated: freshmen. Members of 
the college quartet and editors of the 
Weekly and the Literary Monthly make 
more or less, but nothing magnificent. 
Tutoring brings fair remuneration. 

A young man working his way 
through college is generally ill-dressed, 
ill-fed and ill-housed. Sometimes, 
however, one meets a type that wears 
fashionable clothes, boards at 
‘‘Jimmie’s” and rooms in Morgan Hall, 
but is as truly working his way as a 
wafter in the “hash house.” This 
magnificent charact@ér plays. poker— 
whenever he can get any one to-play 
with—and alsd makes large but judici- 
ous bets on the bail games. He is the 
parasite of college life, but only very 
rarely is he to be found at.Williams. — 

Occasional sums are made in odd 
ways. A student last year made him- 
selfa railway ticket agent for a week 
before vacation, and cleared a small 
fortune. A man from an adjoining 
country village brought in.a quantity 
of maple sugar from his father’s farm, 
and drove a thriving trade as long as his 
stock lasted. Before a semi-annual ex- 
amination a great deal of more or less 
hasty reviewing is necessary; and, to 
save time as well as labor, students 
sometimes gather in companies of 
twenty or thereabouts and pay a man to 
read the ‘‘trot,” while they follow in 
the Greek and Latin text.

‘VIOLETS AND PANSIES. 


They Can Be Raised in Winter Outside <* 
a Green-House. 

To grow violets or pansies outside of 
a green-house is considered by practical 
gardeners one of the easiest things to 
perform, according to the Philadelphia 
Record. Many florists keep them in 
cold frames exclusively, for, as a rule, 
they have not room for them in their 
_green-nouses, uniess a nouse is built on 
purpose forthem. They may be grown 
in pots, as window plants, provided 
plenty of air can. be given on sunny 
days, and asteady temperature, between 
35 and 55 degrees, can be kept up. If 


ture they will not flower much, but wil! 


blossom. A geranium, a carnation. and 
a monthly' rose may be wintered and 
flowered ata low temperature if plenty 
of sunlight prevails. { 

The violet wants to be kept cool/at 
all times if it is expected thatit wil) 
fulfill its mission. All this doesnot ne 
ply that the temperature of a a 
house or frame should never be alloyed 
to run up to sixty degrees, beczgise 
sometimes: the heat in the daytin}" is 
net always undercontrol. Thesuny? ay 
sometimes make the atmosphere ulger 
glass warmer than the gardener SH 
like to have it, but to raise the Sash 
only one inch would let the frost in and 
do more damage than the heat. In such 
a case a little too high temperature is the 
lesser evil. 

A good place to grow violets or pan- 
sies may be constructed at the south 
sideof a dwelling. Dig a pit two fect 
deep along the house. Into this puta 
stout frame to receive a common hot-bed 
sash, the sash to lean against the build- 
ing. Tear down the wall that separates 
the frame from the cellar under the 
house and put a row of windows in its 
place. The idea of this is that the nat- 
ural heat inthe cellar shall keep your 
frame at a steady temperature. At the 
same time you may work over your 
flowers, no matter what the outside 
weather may be, and when no air can be 
given from the outside it may be done 
indirectly from the inside. When the 
outside sash is open the inside may be 
shut. Thus the sun will warm up the 
cellar, and perhaps store a little heat 
for the nig ht. 


4 ISRAELITIC NAMES. 


Similarity in the Nomenclature of Israel- 
ites and Indians. 

A mode of bringing to notice the 
barbarian stage of the Israelites at the 
time under consideration is to trans- 
late into English familiar personal 
names from the Old Testament, such 
as the Dog, the Dove, the Hyena, the 
Lion’s Whelp, the Strong Ass, the Ad- 
der and the, Running Hind. This 
brings- into immediate connection the 
English translation of Indian, names, 
such as Big Bear, White Buffalo, Wolf, 
Red. Cloud, Black Hawk, Fox, Crow and 
Turtle. Such Israelite names were 
probably of Gentile origin,’that is, from 
the clan or gens, for the Israelites were 
surely Gentiles in the true sense, al- 
though later they abjured the charge. 
But individuals among them may also 
have adopted such names because they 
could be represented objectively. Such 
selection is made by some Indians 
apart from their totemic designation. 
Indians possess very few names that 
-can not be represented in pictographs, 
and the very large topic of tattooing is 
connected with this device antecedent 
to writing. The compilers of the Old 
Testament probably desired to break 
down a former practice, as is shown in 
Leviticus xix., 28: ‘Ye shall not print 
any marks upon you.” And theré are 
other similar indications.—Garrick Mal- 
lery, in Popular Science Monthly.
